The ambassador from Barbados to the United nations says his 
dog has diplomatic immunity and has written Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, Atty. (Jen. Edward Levi and other officials warn- 
ing of "possible international consequences" if his dog is shot 
for biting residents of the village of Pelham. "I do not agree 
that diplomatic immunity covers a ploice dog who runs around, un- 
leashed, biting people," replied Pelham mayor John Johnson, "He 
has a police record of at least eight incidents in the past three

Ambassador tf. E» Waldron-Hamsey, referring to the dog's al- 
leged diplomatic immunity said "I do not intend to discuss the 
matter further."
